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FOUR DAYS LOST 


- By Democrats Not Being in Their Seats 
in the House, 


WARRANTS ISSUED FOR ABSENTEES 


The Sergeant-at-Arms Is Trying to 
Locate Them. 


SPEAKER CRISP I$ GREATLY ANNOYED 


By the Neglect of the Absent Democrats, 
Livingston on the Postoffice Depart- 
ment—W ashbington Gossip. 


Washington, January 7.—(Specal.)—The 
democrats of the house have found them- 
selves in a decidedly embarrassing position. 
Congress met again last Wednesday. Im- 
mediately an effort was made to take up 
the tariff bill. The republicans attempted 
to get up the Hawaiian matter for discus- 
sion. Failing in this they sought by refus- 
ing to vote to prevent the tariff bill being 
taken up. The populists joined the repub.i- 
eans. About ten democrats, who are either 
opposed to an income tax or some features 
of the tariff bill, did the same. Thirty or 
forty democrats who went to their homes 
for the holidays have been decidedly tardy 
in returning and the leaders have been un- 
able to muster a quorum. In consequence, 
nothing whatever has been done. Four 
days of valuable time has been wasted. 

Speaker Crism and the leaders have been 
very much annoyed by the negtect of the 
absent democrats and every democrat feels 
outraged that some of the New York, Penn- 

*sylvania and New England democrats 
should be acting with the repub-icans and 
endeavoring to embarrass the party. Satur- 
day when a democratic quorum failed to 
materialize they determined to adopt meas- 
ures to bring one here for tomorrow. The 
sergeant-at-arms was instructed to send 
deputies after absent members, wherever 
they might be, and to arrest them and 
bring them to Washington and to the house. 
In consequence today deputies, armed with 
authority to arrest members, are scouring 
the country for them and ail those caught 
will be brought here under arrest. it is 
probable, however, that all the alsentees 
who are not ill will return by tomo.’row in 
order to escape arrest. 

If a quorum of democrats is present to- 
morrow the tariff debate will begin, First, 
the report of the committee on rules fixing 
five days for general debate and twelve 
days for debate under the five-minute 
ru‘es, with night sessions, and providing 
for a vote on the passage of the bill at the 
end of that time, will be adopted. When 
that is done Chairman Wilson, of the ways 
and means committee, will make the open- 
ing speech. He will be given an hour and 
will fire the big gun of the contest. 
will be followed sby Mr. Burrows, of Mich'- 
gan, who will open for the republicans in 
opposition to the bil!. Then there will be~ 
scramble among members to get in and firy 
off their tariff loads. Of course everybody 
wants to speak and everybody wants an 
hour. But the majority will be _ disap- 
pointed. They will have to come in under 
the five-minute rule and print the re- 
mainder of their speeches in the records. 


Cockran and Reed’s Speeches. 

The most interesting speeches of the de- 
bate, or those that are expected to draw 
the largest crowds, wil! be the ejforts of 
Bourke Cochran and Tom Reed. Cockran.s 
will be interesting for two reasons, because, 
though a member of the committee that 
prepared the bill, -he is opposed to several 
features of it and will speak and vote 
against these features, and for the reason 
that he is looked upon as the orator of the 
house. Tom Reed expects to come in dur- 
ing the ‘ast part of the debate and he is 
preparing to ridicule the bill and the men 
who prepared it. 

Among the Georgia men Judge Turner 
will lead off, and it may be that he will 
be followed by nearly all the members of 
the delegation. Speaker Crisp may noi 
speak, on account of the limited time al- 
lowed for the debate. Major Black, who has 
been laying low since he commenced his 
term in congress, is expected to make his 
maid‘n effort during inis debate. He has 
been at work for some time preparing him- 
seli for the effort. 

Livingston Doesn’t Like It. 


Colonel Livingston don’t like the way 
Postmaster General Bissell is r ning the 
postoffice department. He thinks Mr. Bis- 
sell shouid turn the republicans out and 
make room for democrats. In speaking of 
the matter today, Colonel Livingston said: 

“Or course you can’t expect to get any 
office under the postoffice department when 
the secend assistant postmaster general is 
a repul.ican, the chief inspector is a re- 
publican, the superintendent of the railway 
mail service is a republican, sixteen out of 
seventeen chiefs of division in the post- 
office department in this city are republi- 
cans, and those in control in Georgia are 
republicans.

White House Receptions. 


The president has fixed the dates for the 
white house receptions. The receptions are 
from 9 to ll o’clock on the evenings of: 

Thursday, January 11, to meet.the diplo- 
matic corps. 

Thursday, January 25, to meet the con- 
gress and the judiciary, and 

Saturday, February 8d, in honor of the 
army, navy and murine corps, 
The Sugar Schedule. 

Probably the hardest fight to be made 
against the Wilson bill will be on the sugar 
schedule. In the house the fight will be 
made to repeal the bounty, and the Louisi- 
ana men will fight for a duty on sugar. 
They will have considerable support in 
this, but hardly enough to adopt it. In 
the senate, however, it is believed that a 


duty will be placed upon Sugar. The sugar 


planters prefer a duty of 1% 
to a bounty. There is more 
in having a heavy duty on Sugar than in 
bounty, though during the last fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1893, $9,375,130 was paid in 
bounties to sugar producers. This year the 
total bounties will amount to about $12,-

I have it from good authority that both 
Louisiana senators will vote against the 
tariff bill unless the sugar schedule is 
amended so as to provide for the culmina- 
tion of the bounty or unless a duty of 
1% cents a pound is imposed. These two 
votes may be sufficient to defeat the bill. 
However, democratic senators would make 
concessions in the sugar schedule rather 
than have the entire bill defeated. 

Disantistied with Morton. 

It seems that the grangers of the coun- 
try are very much dissatisfied with the 
way Secretary Morton is conducting the 
agricultural department, and they are get- 
ting up petitions to the president asking 
him to remove the distinguished secretary 
of agriculture. Yesterday the New Hamp- 
shire delegation called upon the president 
and presented him with a resolution pass- 
ed by the New Hsmpshire State Grange 
asking him to remove Secretary Morton, 
because he had been “a failure in his high 
office, and his retention was an insult to the 
intelligence of the great agricultural indus- 
try of the country.” 

It is not probable, however, that the 
president will pay any attention whatever 
to these petitions. Secretary Morton is one 
of the president’s most intimate friends in 
the cabinet. He believes in him and Mr. 
Morton will remain just where he is. 

The only member of the present cabinet 
likely to go out if Mr. Olney, the attorney 
general. Mr. Olney has never been satisfied 
with his position and has been desirous 
of resigning for some time. Though he may 
not go out at once he will probably resign 
very soon. It may be during this month. 
‘*n that event either Postmaster Ger efal 
Bissell or Secretary Hoke Smith wili be 
transferred to the department of justice. 
In the event that one of these transfers is 
made, it is probable that Josiah Quincy, 
oOo. Massachusetts, who was assistant sev/e- 
tary of state, and who recently resigned, 
will be appointed to the cabinet vacancy.

IN CONGRESS THIS WEEK. 
The Struggle to Get the Tariff Bill Be- 
fore the House, Ete. 


Washington, January 7.—The tariff bill 
will occupy the entire attention of the house 
during the coming week, or, if not the 
bill itself, then the row over the attempt to 
get it before the ,house. After four days 
of fruitless effort to secure the presence 
of a voting democratic quorum, the 
house adopted just before adjournment 
Saturday night, the extreme expedient of 
ordering the arrest of all members absent 
without leave. Deputies were sent out in 
all directions last night to’ serve the war- 
rants on these members. Of the forty mem- 
bers absent without leave twenty-one are 
democrats and nineteen republicans. \As 
some of them live at long distances, they 
ean hardly get here tomorrow and a quo- 
rum is, therefore, doubtful, although the 
democratic leaders express their confident 
hope that 179 voting democrats will be in 
their seats when the gavel drops at noon. 
From the republican absentees, of course, 
no aid is expected. They can be brought 
here under duress, but they cannot be made 
to vote. This applies to some of the demo- 
crats, as well as republicans, and if the op- 
position within the :anks of the democratic 
majority can be organized, as some of them 
desire, enough democratic members might 
refrain from voting to prevent the consider- 
ation of the bill in its present shape. 

Privately some oy the democrats do not 
hesitate to admit the gravity of the situa- 
tion. The possibility of defeating the con- 
sideration of the bill strikes terror into their 
hearts and some of them, like Colonel Oates, 
of Alabama, openly advocate a resort to the 
parliamentary expedient utilized py the fifty- 
first congress of counting a qugfum. 

Speaker Crisp Expects a Quorum. 

Speaker Crisp asserts most positively that 
they will not be forced to this resort. He 
thinks a voting quorum will be here cer- 
tainly on Tuesday, at the farthest. If it 
cannot be obtained then, another demo- 
cratic caucus will be called. This is, i2- 
deed, what those who are dissatisfied with 
the bill are aiming at. They declare that as 
soon as they can demonstrate that not a 
sufficient number of democrats will vote 
to consider the bill, the leaders wili be ob- 
liged to submit to material modifications, 
which the disgruntled members will propose. 
Some of the eastern democrats, who are 
fighting the income tax proposition, are 
willing to go to almost any length to 
eliminate this feature of the Dill. 

Altogether the prospects are good for a 
very interesting contest in the house dur- 
ing the coming week. Of course, if the quo- 
rum is secured tomorrow or Tuesday, the 
special order will be passed, modified, prob- 
ably, to recompense the house for the two 
days lost since the. orders were reported. 
Once the debate is under way, it will pro- 
ceed, to the exclusion of everything else. 

Mr. Tarnsey, of Missouri, member of the 
Ways and neans committee, said to an As- 
sociated Press reporter tonight that if a 
voting quorum was not secured by Tuesday, 
he would favor the adoption of a resolution 
by the speaker to count members to have a 
quorum. ‘‘We must meet revolution with 
revolution,” said he, “If the democratic 
members are driven to this resort, it is be- 
lieved that the republicans, for self-vindica- 
tion, would be compelled to support it.’’ 

The committee work of the house is not 
fairly under way. as the opening snarl over 
the tariff has required all the attention 
of the democratic leaders of the house, who 
constitute the chairmen of the leading com- 
mittees. Only twe reports have been pre- 
sented since the session opened—one from 
the judiciary committee on Mr. Bailey’s 
bankruptcy bill, and another from the com- 
mittee on banking and currency, on the bill 
of Mr. Brawley, of South Carolina, to remit 
the 10 per cent tax collectable on the clear- 
ing house certificates and other forms of 
currency issued during the money famine 
last fall. But with the prospect that the 
house will be engaged with the routine 
and the long speeches on the tariff during 
the coming week, the committee chairmen 
are expecting to get their associates to- 
gether and accomplish considerable work. 


The State Bank Tax Repeal. 

It is probable that the important bill re- 
pealing the 10 per cent tax on state bank 
issues will be reported from the curimittee 
on banking and currency at an early day, 
and perhaps during the coming week. 
There is a wide difference of opinion among

DEAD IN THE WOODS, 


Were He Was Brutally Murdered by 
His Companion. 


THE BODY OF A NEBRASKA SOLDIER 


Discovered on the Outskirts of Bir- 
mingham Yesterday. 


WAS ON HIS WAY TO SEE HIS PARENTS 


He Was Last Seen in Company with a 
Desperate Man—A Bold Hold Up 
in Mississippi—Other Crimes. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Some negro children. found the dead body 
of a handsome young man neatly dressed 
in United States cavalry uniform in some 
dense woods near the southern outskirts 
of the city this morning. Papers in his 
pockets indicated that the man’s name was 
Eugene Walker; that he was @ sergeant in 
Company H Sixth Nebraska cavalry. He 
had evidently been murdered, as his pockets 
were found to have been rifled. Two pistol 
balls had entered just behind his left ear 
and powder burns attested that the weapon 
had been placed against his head. 

Eugene Byars, a desperate S wilk, 
identified the body as that of Eugtne Walk- 
er, a cousin of his, He said Walker was 
en route to his father’s home in Eldridge, 
Walker ocunty, on a furlough. Waiker had 
stopped.over to spend a few days with rela- 
tives here. Lyars said he had lett him 
about dark last night in the city. Byars 
was under the influence of whisky and talk- 
ed too much. He was arrested on suspicion. 
Later a street car driver stated that the 
dead man and Byars had left the city on 
his car shortly after dark last night. Both 
were drinking. They got off at a point 
opposite the scene of the murder and started 
into the woods. Pistol shots were heard 
in the neighborhood shortly afterward. 
Appearances indicated that the victim and 
the murderer drank and smoked together 
just before the commission of the deed, 
and that when Walker got drunk his com- 
panion murdered him and rubbed him of 
his money and watch. 

The absence of any weapon on the scene 
dispels the theory of suicide. Walker was 
about thirty years old and unmarried. By- 
ars has been defendent in several murder 
cases, but has escaped conviction in the 
past. He pleads innocence.

A CONDUCTOR’S STORY 


Of How Two Robbers Went Through 
a Train in Mississippi. 

New Orleans, January 7.—The Mississippi 
Valley passenger train, which arrived 
here at 8:05 o’clock this morning, was held 
up at the crossing of the Vicksburg and 
Meridian railroad crossing, just south of 
Vicksburg, at 1:05 o’clock a.m. The train 
was stopping at the crossing, waiting for 
the Vicksburg and Meridian train to pass, 
when it was boarded by two masked inen. 
A third man was standing guard on the 
track. Conductor Morris, in an interview, 
gave the following account of what hap- 
pened on the train: 

“We were just a few minutes out from 
the Vicksburg station, and had reached the 
Alabama and Vicksburg road’s crossing in 
the suburbs of the city. The train always 
stops at this point, and the engineer waits 
for some one to come and flag the train. 
It was in the second car of the train. It 
is divided into two compartments, the part 
in front of the partition being a passenger 
compartment and the rear end the baggage 
room. 1 was standing in the front part of 
this rear compartment with Mr. Doraey, 
the baggage master, when I heard a man 
vell: ‘Hold up your hands!’ 1 looked 
through the door and saw two men march- 
ing down the aisle towards us. They had 
us covered with pistols, and, of course, our 
hands went up. One fellow was a big 
man, weighing, I judge, about 100 pounds. 
He kept us covered while his partner, a 
small, nervous fellow, went through our 
pockets. The little man was evidently new 
at tie business. Dorsey was searched first. 
He had no gun, and nothing was taken 
from him. Then they turned their atten- 
tion to me. I had no weapon. He left a 
ten-dollar bill in my vest pocket and other 
little articles which I had in other pockets. 
‘hey then marched us to the express car 
and ordered me to open the door. I told 
them the door was bolted. ‘Then kick it 
in,’ said the big man, and I kicked. I was 
still kicking on the door, when the porter, 
finding himseit fa a moment uncovered 
by the men’s guns, leaped from the train 
and rushed to the rear. The two men 
jumped out a moment later and disap- 
peared in the darkness. 

“Just as the men got off the train, the 
express messenger opened the express car. 
The robbers evidently became frightened 
when they saw the porter jump off and 
run .o the rear. All the time we were 
being searched the engineer kept blowing 
his whistle for some one to come and flag 
the Alabama and Vicksburg crossing. It 
is the porter’s business to do this. The 
engineer said we were stopped eight min- 
utes at the crossing. When the robbers 
appeared, I was looking over a circular, 
and when I heard the order to hold up 
my hands I thought it was possibly a joke 
of some fellows about the roundhouse 
near by, and d not hold up both my 
hands at once, but held up one hand, the 
other hanging down with the circular in 
it. 1 received a reminder that both hands 
must go up in a voice that meant business. 
1 obeyed. The men held pistols to or 
heads all the time.’’

SHOOK THE WHOLE TOWN. 


Explosion in a Hardware Store at 
Flint, Mich. 

Fiint, Mich., January 7.—The hardware 
store of J. B. Wilson was blown up by a 
terrific explosion at 2:20 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The building was unroofed and com- 
pletely gutted, and the fronts of nearly all 
the other stores on the block were blown 
out. The explosion shook the whole town 
and strewed debris far and wide. It is be- 
lieved that the explosion, which was imme- 
didtely succeeded by fire, took place in the 
rear part of the basement of the store and 
that it was caused by the explosion of a 
quantity of turpentine. Wilson’s loss is 
$8,000, half covered by insurance. A half 
dozen other stores in the block were badiy 
racked, and many windows in the neighbLor- 
hood were broken. The total loss will prob 
ably reach $15,000. The majority of indi- 
vidual losses are fully covered by insurance. 


WILSON RELEASED ON BAIL. 


While Marshal of York He Shot 
Killed a Man Named Gladden. 
Columbia, 8S. C., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Ingraham Wilson, of York, who has been 
in jail here for several weeks for safe ke-p- 
ing, was released today on giving $5,000 bail. 
Wilson was town marshal of York and in an 
altercation with another white man named 
Gladden, shot and instantly killed him. 
The excitement over the shooting was 80 
great that Wilson was brought to Columbia 
to prevent further trouble. He will remain 
here several days before returning to York, 
He is a brother of State Senator Wilson, 
of Spartanburg, a leading member of the 
referm, faction in the legislature. 
A Verdict of “Not Guilty.’ 
Manning, S. C., January 7.—(Special.)— 
The first trial in the county for violating 
the dispensary law was commenced last 
night at 6 o’clock and ended at 10 o’clock, 
the verdict being not guilty. The party 
tried was Jacob Plowden, colored, who 
was ‘arrested upon the affidavit made by 
Mr. 8. A. Nettles, member of the legislat- 
ure, The witnesses were H. L. Tobias and 
T. A. Johnson. The state was represented 
by John 8. Wilson, solicitor; the defense 
by Messrs. Barron and Levi. The state at 
one time seemed to have a clear case, but 
the attorneys for the defense soon caused 
witnesses for the state to get mixed, The 
jury remained in the room a very short 
time before they reached a verdict. As 
soon as the verdict was rendered every ne- 
gro in the courthouse began to yell. No 
attempt to stop them was made by the 
trial justice. The Hon. S. A. Nettles prom- 
ises some more fun in the near future and it 
is very likely that mocre arrests will be 
made in the morning.- He is no doubt act- 
ing wpon the superior “judgment of that 
good man” in Columbia. 
Killed the City Watchman. 
Live Oak, Fla., Jenuary 7.—(Special.)-— 
Following upon the attempted assassination 
of ex-Sheriff Potsdamer, on Friday. night, 
our town is wild with excitemént tonight 
over the murder of H. J. Willis, city watch- 
man, last night. Willis was shot through 
the-heart and his head was literally split to 
plecés with a hatchet, or other sharp wea- 
pon.

New York, January 7.—The widespread 
distress among the unemployed of New 


+ York, now estimated to number 100,000, with 


403000 additional dependent upon their i.- 
bors for support, inspired Chauncey M. 
Depew to pass this comment upon the con- 
dition of the country. 

“IT have been through al! the panics of 
the last thirty years, but I have never 
seen one in which the distress was so wide- 
spread and reached so many people who 
previously had not been affected as this 
panic of 1893. It has thrown over 2,000,000 
people out of employment; and calculating 
five persons, which is a small estimate, to 
a family, that means 10,000,000 people with 
no bread winner among them and no pa» 
sibility of winning bread.’’ 

A representative of the unemployed inva- 
ded Wall street and cal_ed attention to the 
suffering among the people. He was a 
stoutly-built man of forty-five. He knelt 
on the marble steps of the subtreasury be- 
fore the statute of Washington, bowed his 
head reverently, crossed himself and re- 
mained in an attitude of prayer several 
minutes occasionally with upturned face, 
addressing the father of his country au- 
dibly. Passers-by who heard his devotions 
say he prayed that relief be sent to the 
poor. His devotions finished he descended 
the steps and after a contemptuous glance 
at the crowd, walked away. 

‘“‘Well,’’ remarked a Wall street man, “if 
more Americans felt like that there would 
be less talk of anarchy in this country.” 


The Committee of Fifteen. 


The committee of fifteen appointed at the 
meeting of trades unionists last night called 
on Mayor Gilroy this afternoon to confer 
with him on the condition of the unem- 
ployed, and to en-ist his aid in their behalf. 
Dr. Stanton Coit acted as spokesman. He 
asked that some provision be made by the 
city to give work to the idle. The mayor 
replied that he would do all in his power to 
help those willing to work. 

Almost a Riot. 


Just before the committee of trades union- 
ists called on the mayor there was almost 
a riot among the crowd of poor persons 
who assemb.ed at the headquarters of the 
University Settlement Society, at 26 De- 
lancey street. A howling mob of several 
hundred men, women and children of al 
creeds and nationalities, congregated in 
front of the buildings in the early hours of 
the morning before the _ distribution of 
tickets for food, clothing and other neces- 
saries of life was begun. Growing impa- 
tient over the long wait, they grew bolder 
and attempted to force an entrance into 
the store or ground floor where the sup- 
plies were being arranged. 


IOWA’S UNEMPLOYED. 


An Army That Is Constantly Growing. 
Some Tough Specimens. 


Masons City, la., January 7.—Since 1887 
tramps have not been as numerous a quan- 
tity .in lowa as they are at’ the present 
time. Then it was that they went from 
town to towm through the state and de- 
manded food, ‘odging and raiment, and 
rather than to offer armed resistance muni- 
cipal officers would run them into the public. 
parks, at.d on improvised .ables feed them 
at public expense, and then with militia 
escort them out of the city. 

During that memorable summer the 

toughest specimens of the genus homo 
were everywhere present, and for several) 
months inhabitants were alarmed as to 
their own safety. The state is again over- 
run with them, especially through the cen- 
ter and eastern part, but they are a much 
quieter class than those of 1887. They go 
in companies of two usually, although at 
night in some localities, a dozen or more 
gather together. 
_ They are persistent in only one thing, and 
that is that they must have food and shel- 
ter. They te.l a pitiful story of how they 
were thrown out of employment and now 
unable to secure work, and if this does not 
bring the food they resort to some sharp 
methods, depending upon surroundings, and 
are usually successful in getting all the 
food they want. The schoolhouses afford 
them shelter at night, much to the dis- 
comfiture of teachers and directors. 

A company of from six to twenty get to- 
gether, and, locating a comfortable sehool- 
house, make for it, break open the door 
and take possession. The wood and coal- 
house are forcibly entered and fuel appro- 
priated sufficient to keep the old stoves 
booming during the night. They have carda, 
dice, checkers, etc., in their possession, 
and the money they secure is generally ex- 
pended in buying oysters, and there are 
cooked up and they indulge in a genera! 
time. Neighbors have in some instances 
banded together and attempted to dislodge 
them, but they have usually given up when 
they found they were orderly and had no 
intention of destroying property. 

As a usual thing they avoid the larger 
towns and cities, confining operations ex- 
clusively to the country. In only a few in- 
stances have they resorted to unlawfu!' 
conduct, and while some look upon the 
large number of tramps with serious ap- 
prehension, the more conservative’ think 
that if they are handled right.y there will 
be no serious trouble, and in a few weeks 
they will begin to move toward the larger 
cities, where they will find employment. A 
large number of the cities have associated 
charity organizations, not only to look after 
their own neédy, but all who are deserving 


| of help. 


DEPRESSION IN CANADA. 


Hard Times Experienced in the Do- 
minion. 

Montreal, January 7.—Reports from all 
over the dominion tend to disprove the 
claims of the government officials and their 
newspaper organs that the business de- 
pression exists in the United States has not 
affected Canada. In spite of these denials 
there seems to be as pronounced a depres- 
sion in business and as much suffering 
among the people of the dominion as 
among those in the United States. 

The falling ff in the receipts of the do- 
minion’s two big railroads, the complaints 
regarding payments, the depression which 
the cotton manufacturers state they are 
experieneing, the falling off in wholesale 
orders, all show that Canada is at present 
passing through a commercial crisis. Re-

MUNGER WAS MUM 


When Asked About the Dispatches 
from Hawaii. 

San Francisco, Jandary 7.—The attitude 
of Captain Munger, of the revenue cutter, 
Corwin, toward the representatives of the 
press and public in general, is without pre- 
cedent in this port. From the moment the 
Corwin arrived the men on board have been 
as inaccessible as if they were in midocean, 
save for the brief interview that a reporter 
had with Captain Munger yesterday even- 
ing, when the captain went ashore in his 
gig to mail a packet of letters. The cap- 
tain saw fit to go ashore with the letters 
himself, rather than trust a messenger, 
who might let some iota of news drop by 
accident, or otherwise under reporjoria} 
pressure. He was on shore this time for 
a very few minutes. He verified the core 
rectness of the Auckland cables to the As-~ 
sociated Press. He also stated that the 
Corwin left Honolulu December 24th. The 
reporter quotes Captain Munger as follows: 

“I can tell you no more than came in 
that Auckland dispatch. It is no pleasure 
for me to hold news, as information from 
the people, but then you must remember 
that I am powerless in the matter my- 
self. Even if 1 know the contents of the 
secret dispatch, as a gentleman and officer 
I could not reveal them.” ,

provisional government was still in power 
Captain Munger would only reiterate his 
Statement that he could Say nothing more

Olulu? So long as the negotiations, purely 
diplomatic, were pending it is easy to un- 
derstand that matters of detail may be 
properly held in reserve, but when it comes 
to a statement of actually existing condi- 
tions of affairs, secrecy is much out of 
place. Where is there any need for all this 
mystery 2nd concealment? What interest 
can Mr. Cleveland have in Hawaii in which 
the people of the United States do not 
share?’ 

A Rumor in Washington. 
Washington, January 7.—There is a wild 
rumor here tonight which cannot be traced : 
to any reliable source, that Minister Wiliis 
is aboard the Corwin and that he was given 
his passports by the provisional govern- 
ment of Hawaii. The rumor is received 
with no eredence here and state depart- 
sae officiuls characterize it as a fabrie 

cation. 


LATEST FROM BRAZIL. 


Several Skirmishes Reported—Prepare 
ing to Attack DeGanmin’s Ships. 


London, January 7.—(Copyrighted 1894 by 
the Associated Press.)}—Tne ‘times tomor- 
row will print the following dispatch from 
Rio de Janeiro, dated January ith, via 
Montevideo, January 7th: 

Admiral de Gama still .holds out, stating 
that he expects the Aquidaban and Repubii- 
ca with reinforcements tomorrow from the 
south. He appears confident of the ultimate 
result and received 12,000 pounds on Satur- 
day from sympathizers in order to pay his 
men. The diplomats have refused to recog- 
nize the billigerent status of the insurgents 
on the ground that the provisional govern- 
ment has not a sufficient standing. 

Admiral Chavas, the minister of marine, 
resigned his office on account of a differ- 
ence of opinion with President Peixoto re- 
garding the imprisonment and _ general 
treatment of the naval officers suspected 
of sympathy with the insufgents. His suc- 
cessor, Admiral Meatto, is considered hon- 
est, though he has no special ability. 

There was some skirmishing in the vicin- 
ity of Mocangu and occasional firing along 
the shore front of the city. The forts at the 
mouth of the harbor, which have been silent 
for the past week, fired again today. 
The cruiser, Tamandare, fired a few shots 
daily at the batteries of Nictheroy, the lat- 
ter replying. The government continues 
mounting artillery on the heights withmn 
the city limits and is awaiting the arrival 
of the new warships before attacking Ad- 
miral de Gama. 

The cruisers Nictheroy, America and Au- 
rora are still at Pernambuco, the latter 
being without a crew. The news frém Des- 
terro states that there is some divergenve 
of opinion among the insurgent leaders 
on account of the appointments of the pro- 
visional government. Several cases of ‘‘y tl- 
low jack” have occurred on board mercnant 
vessels and also in the city, and it is feared 
that a continuance of the intense heat will 
bring a severe epidemic. 

On Wednesday the insurgents attacked 
Engenno island, opening fire from the shi 
at midday. At 7 o’clock they landed 
men, and for half an hour there was sharp 
fighting. After a light check they captured 
a Krupp fieldpiece and a seventy-pounder, 
The government loss was thirteen killed and 
five wounded, and five of the officers, sixty- 
three men and twenty-five civihans were 
taken prisoner. The insergent loss was two 
killed and five wounded. 


HE TOLD HIS WIFE 


And She Has Given the Story to the 
Authorities. 

Madrid, January 7.—The wife of Salvador 
France. the notorious anarchist who was 
recently arrested at Saragossa and who 
confessed, after making two attempts at 
suicide, that he caused the explosion in 
the Liceo theater at Barcelona—has in- 
formed the police of her husband’s move- 
ments on the day of the outrage-referred 
to. Franch, it appears, was absent all day 
and remained away until the following 
morning, when, she said, he returned and 
told her that he had been working in a 
neighboring village. Franch remained se- 
ereted in his home until December &th, 
when he became alarmed upon hearing that 
Cedina had been imprisoned, and he con- 
fessed to his wife that he, France, was the 
culprit and-not Cedina. Franch, according 
to the story of his wife, then left home and 
sought shelter in some other hiding place, 
The anarchist’s wife says that Franch was 
a steady workman until he joined the an- 
archist society. Several bombs have been 
discovered at Sanadell, ten miles from Bare 
celona.

Mr. Bryan believes in coining the 
seigniorage in the treasury, and Mr. Whit- 
ney would either coin the seigniorage, or 
else resort to another issue of notes, somc- 
thing like old greenbacks, to the extent 
of $100,000,000, and make these notes pay- 
able in coin.

It is to be the consideration of the 
federal election bill, which is to be taken 
up after the conclusion of the morning busi- 
ness ¢n Tuesday. This programme, like all 
other prearrangements in the senate, is 
subject to change, but it is believed that it 
will be practically observed in this instance, 
except in one contingency. It is barely pos- 
sible that the affairs of Hawaii demand the 
attention of the senate to the exclusion of 
all other subjects for at least a portion of 
the week. If the government should give de- 
nial to the report that Minister Willis has 
asked the Dole government to retire in fa- 
vor of the queen, there are sure to be a 
number of sesolutions of inquiry introduced, 
and several pointed speeches are expected. 
There will, in any event, be some discus- 
sion of Hawaiian affairs over Senator Hoar’s 
resolution, inquiring into the expenses and 
salary of Mr. Blount while on his special 
mission, and there is a possibility that the 
Frye resolution, declaring that until the 
congressional inquiry is completed, this gov- 
ernment should suspend all efforts in the 
affairs of that country, may be called from 
the table. 

The whole matter depends very largely 
upon the color of the news from the Pa- 
cific and the attitude assumed by the ad- 
ministration. If it should become apparent 
that the Auckland report was not authentic 
the senate would be disposed to let the sub- 
ject alone until the committee on foreign 
relations can conclude its imvestigations. 

If the federal elections bill be allowed to 
hold its place on the calendar and to be 
taken up it will doubtless give rise to some 
partisan speeches on both sides of the cham- 
ber. While it would seem probable that there 
will be almost, if not quite, a solid party 
vote against the repeal of the existing 
laws, there are a great many republicans too 
indifferent to the question to exert them- 
selves to the extent of making speeches 
against it. The opposition will be led by 
the New Englanders, and in this sense Hoar, 
Fryé and Chandler are expected to take 
leading parts. There will probably also be 
speeches from other republican senators 
in the debate. While it is not believed that 
there will be any factious opposition, or 
any effort at aelay, merely for the sake of 
delay, the bill may drag on.

“THE MEANING OF THE NEW YEAR” 


Was Dr. Williamson’s Subject at the First 
Christian Church—Rev. W. R. Cole 
at the Church of Our Father. 


The subject of Dr. Williamson's address 
was “Meaning of the New Year.” In 
substance the preacher said: Of all the fa- 
miliar expressions that have been upon the 
lips of the world since last Monday none 
have been more frequent. than ‘Happy 
New Year.” We have about abandoned 
the custom of catching one another 
“Christmas gift’ and “New Year’s gift” 
and have given that over to the colored 
friends and the children and our greeting is 
“a merry Christmas’ and “a happy New 
Year.’’ 

What does new mean when applied to 
the year? Is the old year worn out? Have 
we & new sun, moon, stars and earth? . Ev- 
ery day in one sense begins a new year. 
Around the wide, wide world, however, 
with the striking of the midnight hour 
the bells rang out the old year and rang 
in the new. The civilized nations of the 
world welcomed its coming; the isles of 
the sea clapped their hands and were glad, 
and, with bright faces and happy hearts, 
nearly fifty millions of people in belovea 
America felt a kind of electric thrill at 
the birth of the new year. 

What does new year mean? What is the 
philosophy of 1894? Was some empire es- 
tablished, which, like that of the Chaidean 
Medo-Persian, Greek and Roman, swept 
the world? These came and established 
themselves by force of arms and swept | 
on in earthly splendor upon the bosom of 
a great wave of bioed and siaughter and 
yet none of them have changed the world’s 
dates. 

Did some great discovery in science or 
some wonderful work of art revolutionize 
the world, change its methods of thinking 
and living and then claim the honor of 
making a new birthday for the world? No, 
no, we honor Morse and I‘ranklin and Jen- 
ner and Koch and we almost worship Ful- 
ton and Edison and yet they have not 
changed our dates, though they have 
almost changed our civilization. 

Was some great unknown land discovered 
whose magnificent stretch of fertile soil, 
whose weaith of climate, whose sky-kiss- 
ing mountains, whose verdant valleys, whose 
majestic rivers and throobing lakes and 
pulsive oceans -have given a new era to 
the world? This is true of America, and 
yet we have not chaaged our dates for 
this nor the gift of Columbus and his 
bravery and faith.

Not this, tor human philan- 
thropy had its culmination in poetic, cul- 
tured, philosophic Greece before the hew 
birth of the world. =

Captain Thompson Calis on Them and Or. 
ders Them to Leave—A General 
Nuisance, the Citizens Say.

The Atlanta police perpetrated a little 
surprise party on the bright bevy of youths 
who formed themselves in battle array, 
ready to lay siege upon the box office at the 
Grand when it is opened at 2 o'clock this 


morning. 

All Saturday night some thir-y-five 
young boys, white and colored, occupied a 
row of seats in the corridor leading from 
the street to the main door entrance to the 
Grand opera house. They kept up 4 contin- 
ual roar of laughter, jests and conversa- 
tion and furnished considerable work for 
the police. Outside the rain fell incessant 
ly. Many passers-by stopped in to lowe at 
the strange gathering. 

Yesterday morning, when the quiet Sab- 
bath dawned the youngsters were still 
ranged in line in the corridor. The long 
wait had somewhat dampened the ardor of 
their spirits, and they crouched down in 
their seats, weary and dejected in appear- 
ance. 

Atlanta’s church-going people glanced in 
upon the motley throng, and during the 
day the youngsters furnished much meir!- 
ment for parties of strollers. During the 
day numerous citizens complained to the 
police department about the gathering. The 
citizens regarded the assemblage as a great 
u.uisance, tnat should be abated by the po- 
lice. Captain Msnly listened to the state- 
ments of several gentlemen and laid the 
matter before Chief Connolly. 

The latter official decided that the mat- 
ter should be regulated, and when Captain 
Thompson went on duty at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, he instructed that official 
to disperse the speculators under the city 
ordinance providing a penalty for loitering 
or the gathering of crowds for no purpose. 

Captain Thompson repaired to the opera 
house about half-past 4 o’clock, when he 
found the youths in battle array. Their 
twenty-four hours of weary waiting had 
told considerably upon their physical con- 
stitutions, and they watched the appear- 
ance of the police captain with consicera- 
ble alarm, fearing that they were to be 
made to guffer imprisonment after their 
exhausting wait.

*SMALL-POX IN NASHVILLE. 


Five ‘Well Developed Cases in the North- 
western Part of the City} 
Nashville, Tenn., January 7.—(Special.)— 


There was considerable excitement caused. 


here today by the fact becoming generally 
known that there was a nest of smallpox 
in northwest Nashville, five cases being 
discovered in two adjoining houses and in 
a house near by in the same neighborhood, 
all of which had the same scourge, pre- 
sumably, and which vre said to be tréce- 
able to a negro man who came here from 
Chicago some. weeks ago and who was | 
visiting in all the houses affected. 

The physician called to attend them 
Saturday was at first suspicious and today 
found two well-developed cases in the fami- 
ly of Jordan Howe.l. He pronounced it 
smAllpox and then learned that there were 
three more smallpox cases in the other 
families. ) 

The cases were reported to the health au- 
thorities and steps taken to quarantine and 
isolate them as far as possible. It is well 
Known, however, that there have been a 
large number of visitors at the affected 
houses and ft is not known to what extent 
the pest may spread before it is stopped. 

resident Plunkett, of the state board of 
health, has been co-operating wth the city 
authorities in the effort to prevent the fur- 
ther spread of the disease and everything 
will be done to confine it to ‘ts present 
limits. There is great “ear that the peopie 
heretofore exposed may develop cases and 
thus render it difficult to check. There was 
a case here some weeks ago and it was 
stopped without any further cases arising 
from it and the present cases have no con- 
nection with that. The children of the pub- 
lic schools were forced to be vaccinated 
then and it is thought there is no danger 
of an epidemic now. 


REDUCING THE FORCE, 


On the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis Railroad. 


Nashville, Tenn,, January 7.—(Specia!.)— 
It became known today that an order had 
been issued-by President J, W. Thomas, of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway, which makes a practical reduction 
of 100 in the working force of the road.

New Orleans, January 6.—To the Editor of 
The Constitution: A friend has sent me a 
copy of The Constitution of the 1st instant 
with your editorial on the assault upon my 
brother, Peere C. Oglesby, by the Spanish 
military police in Havana in that city, 
about 9 o'clock on the evening of October 
27, 1893, and his confinement in prison since 
that time. It is now plainly apparent that 
his liberation on January ist was due to the 
ayitation of the matter by the newspapers 
of this country. and their condemnation 
of the official inaction that suffered a cit- 
izen of the United States who has commit- 
ted no crime to lie for more than two 
months in a foreign prison without any sort 
of a trial. For him as well as for myself 
an all his other relations and for all who 
hate wrong and oppression and love right 
aud justice, 1 most heartily thank you for 
your timely and manly protest against tne 
great outrage that has been and 1s peing 
inflicted upon him, You say truly that this 
case touches home people there in Georgia, 
and that his fate may be shared at any time 
by any Georgian visiting Cube during the 
present consular regime there, and it 18, 
of course, equally true that it touches in 
the same way the people of any other state 
in the union. 

For a while before he went to Cuba my 
brother was editor of The »avey West Pen- 
nant, in which paper he had criticised the 
conduct of Spanish officials and freely om. 
pressed his sympathy with the desire % 
Cuban patriots to rid their country | 0

A community 
which seems to condone instead of prose- 
cuting evil-doers, and whose ‘aws appear 
to shield—such are their complications— 
the malefactors, for it is a well known 
fact that a person who seeks the tribunals 
for redress must expend time and money 
freely, be badgered by summons to court, 
confrontetions with the accused, and finally 
be dismissed with the plea that proofs are 
lacking, and costs are to be paid. The re- 
sults of this peculiar mode of administer- 
ing justice is clearly visible. No one wil: 
be mixed up in an affair of any kind; wit- 
nesses refuse their testimony, and in most 
instances public malefactors are allowed 
to roam around, adding to the number of 
their victims, quite sure of immunity. * * * 
Those most interested in arresting the 
growing calamity are content to let time do 
the work of reform. This disregard to fu- 
ture possibilities is clearing the way te 
social revolution, and ere long this fairest 
land will be a den where the vi-est repro- 
bates can hope to find a safe asylum. The 
fate of Santo Domingo awaits it, unless 
measures are at once taken to stop the out- 
rages perpetrated.”’ 

-The correspondent fhen relates how two 
ladies, one of them a well-known New Or- 
leans lady, were recently assaulted and rob- 
bed in the daytime in the most prominent 
thoroughfares of Havana, without so much 
as an attempt being made to ar- 
rest the malefactors. and when_ the 
New Orleans lady pointed out a ‘ght 
‘“nulatto as an 2ccomplice in the onslaught 
upon her, that individual flatly gave her the 
lie and made his way off unmolested 
despite her repeated cries of ‘‘Hold him, 
detain him.’ 

You thus see the conditions by which my 
brother is environvud. You can now under- 
stand his situation. as it was on the 27th 
of October, and as it continued unti! his 
release. You have all the incidents of the 
affair which robbed him not only of the 
little money he had, but of what is far 
more precious and sacred—his liberty. There 
was first, the assault bv the soldiery, the 
binding of his arms and the rifling of his 
pockets: then the imprisonment on a false, 
trumped-up charge, the immediate appeal 
to the American consul and the neglect of 
that official to take the steps which his 
duty reauired him to take tn bebalf of his 
imprisoned countryman until he, weary of 
waiting for the consul to move for his re- 
lief, made known his plight to The New 
York Wor'd, through which paper the out- 
rage was first made known to the people 
of this qountry to its government. (In 
ether davs consuls at Havana were the 
first to report such outrages to the home 
government.) Then come the formal dinlo- 
matic finautryv from the state denartment to 
the consul and the consul’s nerfunctory re- 
snonse) and there the matter seemed to 
end for the time—es fear as this govern- 
ment was concerned. Meantime the Span- 
ish gc vernment was going ri¢cht along with 
its part of the affair by keeping in its 
prison cell, without trial, the innocent vic- 
tim of its brutal soldiery.

Lesterday efternoon Mr. L. H. Chappell, 
the president of the Columbus board or 
trade, received a telegram irom Congress- 
man Moses stating that the committee on 
rivers and harbors could entertain tne Co- 
lumbus committee this wees. 

Mayor Siade will appoint the committee 
tomorrow, and they will leave for Washing- 
ton Tuesday. Une of the three will be 
some prominent river man who is familiar 
with all of the needed improvements. 

Columbus is expecting much good to ¢e- 
sult from this visit to Washington. 

Hon. W. Y. Atkinson was here yester- 
day and received many callers during the 
day. He returned to his home this morn- 
ing. Mr. Atkinson stated that his visit was 
very pleasant and had brought him much 
encouragement. 

One very strong friend and admirer of 
General Evans remarked to The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent, after a chat with Mr. 


. Atkinson, that he thought the latter ‘just a 


little bit too sanguine. Not a few of the 
citizens. who called on Mr. Atkinson yestex- 
day were strong Evans men. 

Mr. Atkinson's visit had somewhat stirred 
politics and the politicians here, and natur- 
al in the lobby of the Rankin house yester- 
day, while Mr. Atkinson and his callers 
discussed the situation, the conversation 
would turn to matters in the fourth. 

Congressman Moses’s chances were touch- 
ed upon. 

It is pretty generally believed that some 
Columbus man will give Mr. Moses an Op- 
portunity to resume life on his farm in 
Coweta, 

There is no doubt that when the next 
election comes, a Columbus man will be in 
the field and make it at least pretty lively 
and warm for somebody. 

Captain N. G. Oattis held the semi-an- 
nual examination of applicants for teachers’ 
license at the courthouse yesterday. ‘Phere 
were sixty applicants, and fifty-two of this 
number were negroes. 

On yesterday Captain Oattis received a 
letter from State School Commissioner 
Bradwell, stating that Governor Northen 
had received and accepted Captain Oattis’s 
resignation as county school commissioner. 

The communication instructed Captain 
Oattis to request. the president of the Mus- 
cogee board of education to name a time 
and place for the examination and election 
of a successor to Captain Oattis. 

Rev. Dr. Browne, whose arrival to as-

‘The police commission .in Columbus has 
supreme control of the police force, and 
now the entire police department is out of 
politics, 

The good citizens of Columbus are re- 
joiced that such is now the state of affairs. 

The respective powers of the commission 
and the mayor and council are clearly de- 
fined by City Attorney Worrill as follows: 

The Police Commission. 

1. Shall recommend from time to time 
the number of tue police force. 

2. Shall have exclusive power to appoint 
the members of the force, the marshal and 
lieutenants. 

3. Shall have power to remove same for 
cause only. 

4. Shall require of said officers a strict 
compliance with all the laws, ordinances 
and regulations for the government of the 
police of said city. 

5. Shall be in general charge of the police 
force of said city. 

6. Shall be in general charge of their em- 
ployment. 

7. Shall be in general charge of the super- 
vision and direction of said force. 

8. Shall keep a record of their appointment 
and removals from office and causes for 
the latter. 


Mayor and Council asa Body. 

1. The mayor and council shall elect a 
boaré of police commissioners. 

2. The mayor and aldermen shall have 
the exclusive power to designate the num- 
ber of the police force. 

38. The mayor and council shall have the 
right to inspect at all times the appoint- 
ments and removals together with causes 
for the same.

A WHITECAP OUTRAGE. 


Young Men Whip a Negro to Extort 
a Confession. 

Adairsville, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)— 
On January 2d, a negro man named Josh 
Bennett was accused of breaking@#pen and 
robbing the store of Messrs. Glossip & Bow- 
doin, outside the corporate limits of Adairs- 
vile. Frank Bowdoin went before ’Squire 
Bray, swore out a warrant, and had the 
negro lodged in the calaboose. During the 
night the calaboose was broken open by 
u party of self-styled whitecaps, the pegro, 
so he states, was taken out, gagged and 
carried some three-fourths of a mile from 
town, to the place of 'Squire Bray, where 
a rope was procured, and the negro was 
carried about two miles further to Ranse 
Gardner’s, a negro living on the place of 
W. W. Trimble. The so-called whitecaps 
entered and searched Gardner’s house, 
where each of the party was identified and 
recognized. From there they carried the 
negro, Josh, into the woods, about three 
miles from town, stripped and whipped 
him unmercifully, put a-rope around his 
neck and hung him, so he says, until he 
was almost dead, before they let him down. 
After he revived they made every effort to 
extort a confession, which he says he re- 
fused to make. Placing pistols to his head 
they threatened to blow his brains out if he 
did not confess his guilt. The negro says 
that each of the party, eight in number, 
gave him twenty lashes apiece, Despairing 
of extorting a confession they left him tied, 
with threats that if he reported 
or gave any of thelr names, they 
would § yet kill him. The negro 
freeing himself from the tree made his 
way to a negro’s house where his hands 
were untied. On the morning of the 3d 
he hobbled into town as best he couid by 
the aid of a stick, sought the marshal, went 
to the courthouse and demanded

THE POLICE BOARD. 


The Commissioners Will Have an Im- 
portant Meeting Today. 

There will be a most important meeting 
of the board of police commissioners this 
afternoon. The work of the department 
for the entire year will be outlined, and 
about thirty new men will be elected to 
places on the force. 

Although there has been no meeting of 
the finance committee of council, it is un- 
derstood that Chairman English, of the 
police board, has received an intimation of 
the amount that the police department 
will get from the city for the year’s ex- 
penses, and action will be taken on that 
line. 

It could not be learned last night just 
what amount council will give, but it was 
rumored upon reliable authority that the 
amount would be sufficient to maintain 
the force with an addition of thirty men, 
but that no appropriation for a sub-station 
would be made. If this is true, the citi- 
zens of West End and the representatives 
of the police department will be very much 
disappointed. They have their hearts set 
upon a sub-station, and they still hope 
that financial provision will be made for 
it. The addition of thirty men is certainly 
needed, and Chief Connolly is feeling happy 
over the prospect of receiving the help he 
has long needed. 


Frank Helmuth, a white man, was ar- 
rested yesterday by Detectives Green and 
Wooten, suspected of larceny. The officers 
believe they can connect Helmuth with a 
case of larceny that was reported to them 
some time ago. 

The police department yesterday arrested 
Harry Coleman, an old offender in police 
circles, charged with retailing spirituous 
and malt liquors on the Sabbath day—run- 
ning a blind tiger, in other words. Harry 
has figured extensively in local criminal 
circles, and bears the reputation of being 
a hard one to catch. He has but one leg, 
but is known as one of the hardest scrap- 
pers that the police have to C2al with.

Mr. W. F. Keenan, who resides near the 
banks of the Chestatee, had his slumbers 
disturbed the other night by a loud report.

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It Should Be Investigated. 

The release, without a trial, of Mr. P. 
C. Oglesby, the Georgian who was the 
victim of a police outrage in Havana, 
was doubtless caused by the publication 
of the facts and demand for justice by 
The Constitution and other newspapers. 

Mr. Ramon Williams, the republican 
United States consul, with Spanish sym- 
pathies, who has held his post in Cuba 
through so many administrations, has 
learned by this time that the American 
people do not propose to be trifled with. 
But the matter should not be allowed 
to rest here. It is the duty of our gov- 
ernment to investigate the Oglesby case, 
and throw a search light upon Mr. Wil- 
liams and his conduct. 

We do not hesitate to say that our rep- 
resentative at Havana should be én 
American and a democrat. He should 
certainly not be a tool of local authori- 
ties nor an enemy to the present admin- 
istration.

and South America that they are just 
as safe as they would be at home. Eng- 
lishmen travel in any land under the sun 
with a feeling of security because they 
know that their government will protect 
them at any cost or hazard. We advo- 
cate no jingo policy, but there should be 
no repetition of the Oglesby case. When 
we send ministers and consuls abroad 
they should be the vigilant guardians of 
American interests, and when a for- 
eign country imprisons one of our cit- 
izens without cause his mere release 
should not be the end of the affair. This 
republic is entitled to an apology from 
the Cuban authorities and Mr. Oglesby 
is entitled to heavy damages. But we 
do not expect our republican consul at 
Havana to see the matter in this light 
or render us any efficient aid. 


A New Danger. | 

The democratic house reassembled 
last Wednesday after enieving a holiday 
recess of two weeks—reassembled and 
then went to pieces over the democratic 
tariff bill. We doubt if a sorrier spec- 
tacle has ever been witnessed in the 
halls of legislation—the spectacle of a 
party having ample power to carry out 
its views and yet floundering helplessly 
about unable to find a quorum. 

That such a spectacle is disappointing, 
disgusting, need not be said. The ex- 
pectations of the people had been raised 
to a high pitch. Here was a matter— 
the matter of tariff reform—about which 
there would be neither doubt nor delay. 
Here was the democratic opportunity, 
and surely the party would seize it and 
make the most of it. Deep offense had 
been given by the deliberate refusal of 
the democratic leaders in congress to re- 
deem the financial pledge of the platforin 
by making both gold and silver the 
standard money of the country. But in 
the matter of tariff reform, pure and 
simple, the expectations of the people and 
the hopes of the mercantile and business 
interests of the country had _ been 
aroused, and they Tooked confidently to 4 
prompt and harmonious settlement of 
the question. 

Not all the people nor all the business 
interests of the country regarded the 
Wilson bill as the best or the wisest so- 
lution of the tariff problem. Not all the 
democrats made any pretense of beliey- 
ing that the measure conformed to the 
clear-cut demand and pledge of the plat- 
form. But they smothered their objec- 
tions, put aside their views, and con- 

eealed their fisappointment—for they 
beheld in the situation that had been 
orecipitated by the formal establishment 
of a much more serious menace than 
any failure to make the tariff bill con- 
form to the platform pledge. Accom- 
panying that situation was and is the 
doubt and uncertainty that had grown 
out of the delay of the democratic par- 
ty in dealing with reform measures. 

It was and is this doubt and uncertain- 
ty on the part of the mercantile and 
manufacturing interests as.to the effect 
of the proposed tariff measure on their 
business that made and still makes the 
depression and stagnation more acute 
and more hurtful. But beyond this un- 
easiness, distressing in its character and 
hurtful in its results, was the hope that 
the democratic house, on reassembling 
after the holidays, would take advan- 
tage of the great opportunity that cir- 


ea - eamstances had brought to its door, and

) with the Wilson bill, to the end that 
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the vast and complicated interests affect- ' 

ed Ly tariff legislation would know on 
what basis to place their business and 
their contracts. 7 

Instead of prompt and vigorous action, 

however, the country’ has been treated 
to the most disappointing and disgust- 
ing symptoms of party discord ever ex- 
hibited in congress by a political organi- 
zation. The time since the house reas- 
sembled has been worse than wasted. 
Owing to the factious and unreasonjng 
opposition of democratic members no 
progress ‘whatever has been made. 
Worse than this,.the prospect has been 
made da~k and doubtful so far as demo- 
cratic action is concerned. The step 
that has been taken seems to be a step 
backward. Instead of a party vigorous, 
enthusiastic and harmonious, eager to 
“arry out the designs of its platform 
and meet the just and reasonable ex- ¢ 
pectations of the people, we have the 
spectacle of a faction joining hands with 
the factious republicans and blocking 
legislation altogether, and this in spite 
of the democratic caucus. , 

It is a distressing spectacle. More 
than that, it is a dangerous spectacle. 
It is as dangerous to the business in- 
terests of the country as it is to the wel- 
fare of the party. On many occasions 
political organizations have crumbled 
away and disintegrated without causing 
a shock to the country or disturbing any 
interest. The danger to the party is as 
nothing compared to the danger that 
threatens the business interests of the 
country through unnecessary delay. For 
we are now face to face with an abnor- 
maf condition of affairs. All interests 
are passing through the process of ad- 
justing themselves to the merciless rule 
of the golden god of the money lenders. 
The country is passing through a panic 
sansed by the shrinkage in values and 
the fall of prices. The situation would 
be bad enough if every merchant and 
business man and manufacturer could 
see his way clearly and unmistakably; 
but when to the terrors of gold mono- 
metallism are added the doubt and un- 
certainty that inevitably attends tariff 
revision—and when this deubt and un- 
certainty are aggravated by the fear of 
factious and unreasonable delay on the 
part of congress—the gloom occasioned 
by the depression is multiplied many 
times. 

Tr? democrats are facing a very sert- 
ous situation—serious for the party, but 
still more serious for the country. The 
delay that is inevitable to congressional 
action is bad enough, but when to this 
is added the delay that grows out of the 
factional opposition of democrats to -a 
democratic measure, a very severe strain 
is put upon the patience of the people; 
for it aggravates the situation by bring- 
ing the business interests of the coun- 
try face to face with a new and an un- 
expected menace to their prosperity. 
The tariff bill is no furthersadvanced 
than it was the day congress met in 
regular session, and the prospects of 
prompt action are not as good now as 
they were before the holidays. The peo- 
ple demand action, and they will be con- 
tent with nothing less, 


A Rich Man and a Crank. 


Mr. Edson Chick, of Lakewood, N. Y., 
is under tle delusion *that Mr. George 
Gould owes him $100,000. 
It is proper to state right here that 
Mr. Chick is a crank. He spends his 
time writing notes to Mr. Gould, and 
in watehing for a chance to dun him. 
Millionaires are- popularly supposed to 
be rather timid when anybody is xfter 
them with designs on their purses, but 
Mr. Gould is not easily intimidated. He 
says that he will take no steps to have 
the man arrested, and that he regards 
him as a harmless crank, and is really 
sorry for him. 

Possibly, in this instance, the million- 
aire knows what he is about, but it is 
never safe to rely upon the harmless- 
ness of a crank. Carter Harrison inade 
this mistake in dealing with Prender- 
gast.

Mr. Chick to run at large and bothe- 
rich men with his imaginary claims. 
They may laugh and say that the fe¢l- 
low is harmless, but they do not know 
what they are talking about. Some fine 
day the Lakewood lunatic may put a 
pistol tn his pocket and kill the man who 
treats him with so much forbearance. 
There is no earthly reason why a busy 
citizen, whether he is a public official 
or a capitalist, should not be protected 
from intrusion, insults and threats. And 
he should not be compelled to appeal to 
the law. <Auy person acquainted with 
the facts of the case is in duty bound 
to report the matter to the authorities. 
If the people of Lakewood knowingly 
permit a crank like Chick to roam the 
streets and annoy others with his ficti- 
tious claims, they will be morally re- 
sponsible for the consequences.

Without a Parallel, 


As a rule, when the voters of any par- 
ty neminate a congressman-at-large, 
they do not ask an old man of seventy- 
five to be their standard bearer. It is 
startling enough to find the republicans 
of Pennsylvania calling Galusha A. 
Grow to the front, but when we recol- 
lect that he dropped out of polities thir- 
ty years ago, the case will strike every- 
body as the most remarkable on record. 

Mr. Grow was speaker of the house a 
generation ago, during the stormy days 
of the civil war. He went out.of office: 
unwillingly, and during thirty years of 
retirement has nursed his old prejudices 
and grudges. There is a new south and 
a new north, but this old leader of the 
abolitionists and republicans does not 
see or understand the changes that have 
occurred since he saw the southern con- 
gressmen leave the capitol to follow the 
fortunes of the confederacy. He lives in 
the past, and it seems to him that he 
still confronts a south of secession and 
slavery. With the younger men and the 
milder policies that have taken the place 
of the men and measures of his time he 
has no sympathy, 

When he was last defeated for con-— 
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years of “disappoin at ar 
brooding over his blighted political pros- 
pects, he is unexpectedly recalled in his 
old age to the arena in which he was 
once a foremost figure. 

With mingled hatred and contempt 


the politics of the country, what can 
this bitter old man promise himself? 
The world has gone by him with a rush. 
Most men have forgotten him, and the 
present generation never knew him. He 
will find that the statesmen of his own 
party and section are busy with peace- 
ful economic and financial questions, 
and no longer regard the south either 
as a hostile country or as a conquered 
province. He will see new men around 
him, and will hear new measures dis- 
cussed. A democrat and a Georgian 
sits in the chair from which he directed 
the business of the war party’ when the 
south was out of the union. Ex-confed- 
erate generals will touch elbows with 
him on the floor of the house. 

When the old man falls into a remi- 
niscent mood, and observes all these 
changes, he will rub his eyes and 4won- 
der whether he has not just awakened 
from a Rip Van Winkle sleep.

A eonsensus of opinion among Atlanta 
sporting men is that the Corbett-Mitchell 
fight won't come off either at Jacksonville 
or anywhere else. 

“Any governor can stop it if he wants to, 
by purely arbitrary measures,” said one 
well posted gentieman yesterday, “and 
that’s all there is about it. At least he 
can make it impossible to get any money 
out of it and these people are not in the 
fighting business for fun. The only way 
that money can be made is to advertise a 
dead certainty long enough ahead to draw 
a crowd and this talk of fighting in some se- 
cret place or in a room for glory is all 

t. 

What is to prevent a governor,”’ he con- 
tinued, “from arresting and reacresting the 
principals right on the eve of the contest 
and in that way staving it off until the 
crowd gets disgusted and goes away?

A STORY ABOUT CAPTAIN JOHN CLEM 


A Sketch. of Him That Appeared in Har- 
per’s Weekly During War Times, and 
How It Recently Came to Light. 


An interesting story is told in the musty 
pages of an old war time Harper's Weekly 
in the Young Men's Library Association 
and it throws some light on the question 
of the youngest veteran of the union army. 
Local favor is given to the story by the fact 
that the person who is entitled to this 


unique distinction lives right here in Atlan- 


ta. It is Captain John Clem, who came 
here a few years ago as quartermaster of 
the United States army, succeeding Captain 
Jacobs, when the latter left Atlanta on the 
completion of Fort McPherson. . 
Captain Clem has since been promoted and 
now has charge of the responsible work of 
direction -and maintenance of the national 
cemeteries of the south, the superintendents 
of which report to him. He is a resident

of Atlanta and since his few years’ residence 
here has become as much interested in 
the development of the city as any of the 
old timers. 

The manner in which The Harper’s Week- 
ly story above referred to came to light 
was the outgrowth of an interesting co- 
incidence. 

Captain Clem lives in West End, where 
he owns his own residence, and in coming 
to the eity a few days ago on a West End 
cam he engaged in conversation with a 
friend, who was accompanied by a com- 
panion. Captain Clem was the first of 
the trio to leave the car and the compan- 
ion of his friend remarked: 

‘Who did you say that young man was?” 

“That is Captain Clem, of the United 
States army,’’ was t..e reply. 

‘*‘Mighty young to be a captain isn’t he?’ 
said the companion. . 

“Not at all. He is a veteran of the war, 
and was old enough to be a captain twenty 
years ago.”’ 

The companion doubted the proposition 
and thought that Captain Clem’s friend 
must be mistaken. A few days afterwards 
while in the Young Mep’s library, looking 
over an old wartime issue of Harper’s 
Weekly, which paid special attention to il- 
lustrations from the field, the companion of 
Captain Clem’s friend was amazed to come 
across a picture of the boyish face of the 
man whom he had talked to a short while 
before on-the West End car. On seeing 
it and the article aCcompanying it, he no 
longer questioned the statement of Captain 
Clem’s being @ union veteran, but was 80 
much pleased at the corroborating discovery 
that he asks The Constitution ¢o reproduce 
the sketch and article from an 1864 issue of 
Harper’s Weekly, as follows: 


“Our Youngest Soldier.” 


‘Sergeant John Clem, Twenty-second 
Michigan volunteer infantry, is the young- 
est soldier in our army. He is twelve years 
old, and small even for his age. His home 
is Newark, O. He first attracted the atten- 
tion of General Rosecrans at a review at 
Nashville, where he was acting as marker 
of his regiment. The general, attracted by 
his youth und intelligence, invited him to 
call upon him whenever they were in the 
same plare. Rosecrans saw no more of 
Clem untis: ts return to Cincinnati, when, 
one day, coming to his rooms at the Burnett 
house, he found the boy awaiting him. He 
had séen service in the meanwhile. He 
had gone through the battie of Chicka- 
mauga, where he had three bullets through 

is hat. Here he killed a rebel colonel. 

he officer, mounted on horseback, encoun- 
tered the young hero, and called out: ‘Stop, 
you little yankee devil.” By way of ans- 
wer the boy halted, brought his piece to 
‘order,’ thus throwing the colonel off his 
guard, In another moment the plece was 
cocked, brought to aim, fired and the officer 
fell dead from his horse. For this achieve- 
ment Clem was promoted to the rank of 
serzeant, and Rosecrans bestowed upon him 
the roll of honory He is now on duty at 
the headquarters of the Army of the Cum- 
berland.”’

Felton is a stnall town on the line of the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad 
some little distance north of Buchané@nh, 
the county seat of Haralsch. The surround- 
ing country is sparsely settled, wild and 
densély wooded and the town itself is omit- 
ted oh most maps. 

The southward bound train from Chatta- 
noooga passes through Felton at 7 o'clock 
p. m. On Saturday night it was on time 
and was within les® than a mile of the 
town when the engine was waved down 
by some one on or near the track. The en- 
gineer pulled back the reverse leved and 
brought the train to a stop. When he was 
horrified by the appearance of three masked 
mén, who ordered him and the fireman out 


of the cab. 

The robbers—for there was no doubt as to 
the purpose of the masked trio—then pro- 
ceeded to the express car and forced an 
entrance. The messenger was a Mr. Rich- 
ardson, formerly a resident of this city 
and well known in local railroad circles. 
He is an old-timer, and although he bears 
the reputation of being a cool man, he was 
taken off his guard and realized at once 
the futility of resistance. 

One of the miscreants covered him with 
a revolver and stood guard over the en- 
gineer and fireman while the other two 
explored the express car for valuables. 

This run does not, as a rule, carry any 
very heavy consignment of express, and 
the few valuable packages were securely 
locked in the safe. While the robbers were 
attempting to find something worth stealing 
the news began to spread among the pas- 
sengers, and in a few moments it was gen- 
erally known what was afoot. Several of 
the more venturesome went outside to in- 
vestigate, and it is supposed that the rob- 
bers became alarmed. They were evidently 
green hands at the business, for, disap- 
pointed in their search for valuables, they 
held a brief consultation and disappeared in 
tne darkness. No éffort was made to force 
tae safe. 

The train then pulled out, and upon its 
arrival at Griffin the messenger wired the 
express office at Atlanta, stating that the 
attempt had been made. Nobody has been 
seen as yet from the scene of the affair, 
and the above meager particulars are all 
inat are at present known of it. Several of 
the officers of the company went on to Fel- 
ton yesterday, and a determined effort will 
be made to run the raseals down. The 
opinion here is that it was the work of local 
talent and that the perpetrators do not live 
far from the scene of the attempt. 


THE POLICE CHIEFS. 


Chief Connolly Calls n Convention of 
Georgia PoHNcemen. 


A unique convention, composed entirely 
of chiefs of police in their handsome blue 
uniforms and glossy brass buttons, is to 
be held here March 2th. 

The convention has been called by Chief 
Connolly, of this city, who is one of the 
vice presidents of the national organiza- 
tion, perfected at Chicago last May. He 
has had the convention in mind for several 
months. Last week he received a commu- 


nicdtion from National President Sevier, | 


of Omaha, asking him to push the matter 
through in time for the national conven- 
tion, which will be held again in May. 

Chief Connolly Saturday sent out letters 
to all the chiefs of police of ail Geor- 
gia cities and to every marshal in the 
state. The number is large enough to 
muke quite a respectable convention in 
point of size. 

Chief Connolly is enthusiastic over the 
outook for the convention. He is a hearty 
believer in the good to be derived from a 
close organization of the heads of police 
departments and believes it to be one of 
the most. effective means of ferreting out 
crime. The men are bound together by So- 
cial as Well as business ties and organiza- 
tion will be a spur to effort. 

Chief Connolly attended the national con- 
vention at Chicago last May and met all 
the chiefs of police of the country. Since 
that time, matters of business which he has 
brought to their attention have reveived 
prompter and closer attention. It was de- 
cided that state organizations should: be 
formed in every state of the union and 
Chief Connolly was designated for the 
work in Georgia. 

He thinks the Georgia convention will be 
in session about three days. He expects 
the organization to be brought to that 
poi.t where great practical goqd will re- 
sult. It will be an auxiliary of the na- 
tional organization and will work in har- 
mony with it. The Georgia cities will re- 
ceive the benefits of the national .organiza- 
tion, 

The convention will be an _ interesting 
one, and will be novel inasmuch as it will 
be the first of the kind ever held here. It 
will probably be held in the state capitol. 
The letters sent out by Chief Connolly are 
as follows: 

“Atianta, Ga., January 6, 1894.—Chief of 
Police. Dear Sir.—lt is my desire to organ- 
ize a marshals and chiets of police union 
for the state of Georgia in this city on the 
23th Gay of March, 1894, to co-operate with 
the 7‘ational Union of the Chiers of Police 
of the United States aud Canada, organized 
—_ lil., on the 18th day of last 
4) . 

“The purpose of effecting a union of this 
character is for the promotion of our 
united welfare, and. to inaugurate a sys- 
tem by which we can co-operate more 
promptly and effectively in this matter of 
prevention of crime and the apprehension 
of criminals. : 

“I hope it will please you to aid me in 
forming a state union to meet in Atlanta 
on the above date, so that we can send 
five or more delegates to attend the first 
annual meeting of the national union, to 
be held in St. Louis, Mo., May 8, 1894. I 
wish to see you personally at the Atlanta 
convention. If you can attend please let 
me Know. An early reply is Fequested.

An {Interesting Talk with a Brazilian 
Business Man. 


CHIEF ACTORS IN THE GREAT DRAMA 


W hat the Rebel Admiral Looks Like—The 
Scenes That Preceded the Hevolt. 
Strength of the Two Factions. 


Mr. Charles B. Perard, who was for some 

years the manager of a large French house, 
@ealing in mining machinery, at Rio de Ja- 
neiro, and who left that city just prior to 
the culmination of the trouble resulting in 
the present revolt, was in Atlanta yester- 
day, on his way to Mobile. Mr. Perard 
is personally acquainted with the chief 
actors in the Brazilian revolutionary drama 
and he tells an exceedingly interesting 
Btory of the situation there. - 

“Tl was in nio continuously,” he. said, 
’‘from 1888 to about a week before the 
gpeizure of the navy last fall and I know 
Admiral de Mello, President Piexoto, Ad- 
mira! de Gama and the late President Fon- 
geca very well. Our business brought us 
into occasional contact with the govern- 
ment and I made Mello’s acquaintance 
while he was a member of the cabinet. 
His full name is Custodio de Mello and he 
has been for years a conspicuous figure in 
Brazil, not only as a naval commander, 
but .a diplomat and politician. He is at 
present, I think, a man of about fifty, or 
thereabout, and although short and stocky, 
he has a distingvished appearance. Per- 
gonaliy he is a charming gentleman and 
the sailors idolize him for his courage and 
kindness. At the time Fonseca was over- 
thrown he could have been president, but 
he preferred for Piexoto to have the place. 
“The causes that led to the present trou- 
ble are very complicated,’’ continued Mr. 
Perard, “‘and I doubt if they are thoroughly 
understood outside of the government ring. 
I know that for over a year there has been 
a Zrowing dissatisfaction among all classes. 
The government had become gradually so 
arbitrary and oppressive as to seriously em- 
barrass all kinds of business. Absurd con- 
cessions were exacted, particularly from 
foreigners and mysterious arrests increased 
in frequency. In short, things were drifting 
toward a military despotism and certain 
things, such as raising the soldiers’ pay 
and granting them extraordinary privileges, 
showed Peixoto’s desire to bind the army 
to him. This created bad feeling in the 
navy and Mello naturally drifted into the 
position of anti-administration leader. Ad- 
miral de Gama, who was superintendent of 
the naval academy and very popular, was 
also opposed to the Peixoto policy. 

“This state of affairs continued until it 
was generally understood that Mello was 
only waiting a good opportunity. to revolt. 
The plan was so well understood that fully 
two months before it was carried out, I 
advised our house, Mores & Son, of Paris, 
that such a thing was about to hap- 
pen. The uncertainty had practically 
ruinet our business and I was 
instructed to close down until the trouble 
Was over, one way or another. One can 
see by this how openly the affair gvas 
conducted.”’ 

In reference to Mello’s coup, by which he 
geized the navy at a time when a great 
many of the officers were ashore attending 
an opera, Mr. Perard said: 

“The truth is, it was a prearranged pro- 
gramme. Certain of the officers could not 
make up their minds which side to espoure, 
and they were allowed to go ashore in or- 
der to dodge the question and avoid com- 
mitting themselves. It was simply a little 
comedy, and they knew perfectly well what 
was going t* happen. What brougkt things 
to a focus was the refusal of the govern- 
ment to pay the bills for a ball and recep- 
tion given by Mello on his flagship, at 
Valparaiso, when he was sent to Chile 
the year before on a diplomatic errand. 
It is customary for a visiting admiral to 
give these entertainments, but Ladario, the 


gecretary of the navy, claimed they were __ 


in honor of Dom Augustine, grandson of 
Dom Pedro, who is an ensign on Mello’s 
ship. The young fellow is a very clever 
boy, and was at New York at the naval 
parade, where he also received a good deal 
of attention. Mello was furious at the re- 
fusal of the government to pay these bills, 
and began at once to prepare for the 
final blow. On the night that 
he declared himself, he simply 
collected the ships together and steained 
into the inner bay. Next morning the bom- 
bardment began.” , 

Mr. Perard doubted the accuracy of any 
of the late news from the scene of war. 
“Most of the telegrams,” he said, “‘came 
from Pernambuco. That is a coast city 
north of Rio and between Bahia and Pera. 
They have no means of information there 
beyond mere rumor. The Rio telegrams 
are all revised by the government and no 
unfavorable news sent. While I was there 
we had to file our business cipher with the 
secretary of state and submit all cabie- 
grams lest there might be something in 
them to the prejudice of the administra- 
tion. I think the general situation is fa- 
vorable to a great naval engagement in 
the near future. Our house furnished some 
iron work from time to time to the ships 
and I know the navy pretty well. Piexoto 
is not as badly off as people think. He has 
the Torandentes, a fine steel cruiser; the 
bahia, an iron turret ship; five new German 
torpedo boats and the Aurora, an English 
torpedo boat that cost nearly a million dol- 
lars. This is exclusive of the new ships, 
the Nictheroy, the America, the El Cid, 
the Britannia and the Fesseen, mostly im- 
provised wooden war ships, and the Erics- 
son torpedo boat Destroyer now called the 
Pirating. 

“As against these Mello has first the 
Aquidaban. I know it  well—it is 
Ba magnificent turret ship, built in 
England in 185 or thereabouts. It is nearly 
6,000 tons burden and makes fifteen knots, 
Then there is the Republica, the newest 
ship in, the fleet, built only a year ago. It 
is a criiser. This ship and the Aquidabaa 
were at New York in the naval parade last 
spring. Mello’s other ships are the Quana- 
bara, the Trojano, the La Libertad, the Tar- 
nandare, the gunboat Marop, the transports 
Purus and Modeci and two large tenders 
that I don’t remember the names of. The 
Aquidaban and . Republica are about a 
match for Peixoto’s whole fleet.” I forgot 
to say that Mello has also eighteen or nine- 
teen torpedo boats. The crews are, to my 
mind, the weak feature of both sides. 
About half are negroes and the balance 
riff-raff from all nations. I don’t think they 
are fighters. 

“I see that De Gama has at last joined 
Mello,” Mr. Perard continued, ‘“‘and has 
been also proclaimed a traitor. De Gama 
can bring considerable money aid to the 
revolution for he belongs to an old aristo- 
cratic family and is popular with the 
wealthy classes. To my mind the most 
important thing that has happened so far 
Is his seizure of the islands of Cobras 
and Enchadas. Cobras is an important, 
Btragetic point. It is a very high, rocky 
island almost opposite the custom house, 
and everybody who has ever been to Rio 
will remember it very well. It is one of 
the most conspicuous objects in the harbor. 
Guns planted on those heights could rake 
the entire business quarter of Rio. En- 
chadas is further back and further from the 
shore. It is a good place for a battery 
however, and would make things lively for 
the loyal ships trying to enter the inner 
bay. My idea is that Mello’s recent visit 
to the south was to get supplies and money 

from sympathizers at Rio Grande do Sul 
There are many rich planters there who are 
his friends and would, no doubt, furnish 
him funds to pay off his men. Both sides 
are evidently pressed for money, for the 
Nictheroy has been detained at Pernambuco 
through .ts inability to pay off its crew 
When the final clinch does come, I look for 
the overthrow of the present

The speeches were all in favor of the 
bonds and every speaker gave, special em- 
phasis to the necessity of every voter who 
can possibly get to the polls next Thurs- 
day to vote for the bonds. ; 

Mr. Collier, by reason of his conne2tion 
with the board of county commissioners, 
was in possession of more pertinent facts 
bearing upon the issue than «ny of the 
speakers, and he said that it was simply a 
question of issuing bonds or else of giving 
direct taxes to the improvements of the 
courthouse and jail, this being the  pur- 
— for issuing the county bonds in ques- 

on. 

He said that there is a perfectly horri- 
ble condition of affairs at the county fail, 
that frequently there are as many'as ten 
prisoners in one cell, and the cells are only 
10x7 feet. 

He said that it is all important that the 
citizens shall interest themselves i1 this 
election, He says if the men who favor 
the bonds do not vote, they will practical- 
ly be voting againt the bonds, since there 
is a constitutional requirement that a cer- 
tain number of votes must be cast to se- 
cure the bonds. There are 3,600 voters reg. 
istered, which means if 2,265 vote fer the 
bonds and not one against them, the bonds 
will be defeated for the lack of ‘that other 
one vote necessary to get the constitu:ional 
majority.

Patti sang two concerts in New York 
shortly after her arrival in this country, 
as the opening of her tour, under the man- 
agement of Marcus R. Mayer. The first of 
the two concerts was postponed three, times 
by reason of a cold, or influenza, now so 
prevalent in the United States, contracted 
while .crossing from Europe. This tact 
was the signal for many wild reports con- 
cerning Patti's condition, and on her first 
appearance she was subjected to the most 
extravagant criticisms, which were readily 
snapped up as catchy bits of stage gossip.

William Rash, a Porter in a Jdew- 
elry Store, Arrested. 


HE SOLD JEWELRY ON HIS OWN HOOK 


Another Motorman Arrested for Reckless 
Running— John Thomasson Befors 
the Recorder—Other Police News. 


William Rush, purveyor of fine jewelry, 
porter and errand man, has come to grief. 
The detectives say it is a case of moral 
chastisement for a series of sins of which 
they accuse William of being. guilty. In h:s 
gentle way Wiliam demurs from (their 
statement. 

Since many moons ago William, w.l0se 
complexion is be:ween a dark chocolate 
und a persimmon hue, has been employed 
by Maier & Berkele, the jewelers. it was 
his work to run errands, clean up and de- 
liver goods, all of which duties were com- 
prehended in his title of porter. 

Some weeks ago a Decatur street jeweler 
brought to the attention of Detective 
Wooten the fact that Wiliam Rush had 
been trying to sell him a small stock of 
jewelry. The suspicions -of the detective 
were aroused, and a few days later, when 
another jeweler came to him with the same 
story, he was morally certain that Rush 
had not been doing the square thing by his 
employers. Detective Wooten went to 
Maier & Berkele and informed them of what 
he had learned and they set a watch upuva 
the porter’s movements. 

They retained him in their service, ex- 
pecting to catch up with several other rob- 
beries which they believed he had commit- 
ted, but they failed to do so, and Saturday 
afternoon Detective Wooten’ placed tne 
porter under arrest. Quite a large quantity 
of jewelry, consisting mainly of scarf pins, 
was recovered from one jewe-er, who stated 
that he had purchased them from Rush. 

John Thomasson, who figured in the kid- 
naping of two children trom the Home of 
the sriendiess, was tried berore tne re- 
corder Saturday afternoon. Thomasson is 
a rather gooa iooKing man of about thirty- 
five years of age. rie said he was from 
South Carolina and had been sepisrated 
from his wife neariy two years. he said 
she left him of her own volition, und not 
because he would not support her. 

Kecorder Calhoun was uoubtful whether 
he could impose a ne upon Thomasson for 
taking possession of his own children. He 
said ne knew of no law to prevent him 
from going to the home and taking away 
his own offspring. He imposed a fine of 
$10 and cost more for the disorder created 
than for the fact of his taking the children 
from the nome. 

A street car accident, which occurred on the 
East Lake line Saturday morning, had an 
airing in police. court that afternoon. 
O. herr, a motorman, was the plaintiff. 
Stephen Alamand, an old white man near 
eighty years of age, was the injured party. 
Quite a formidable array of witnesses were 
present, 

It seems that Alamand was walking slow_y 
down Decatur street at the intersection of 
Ivy when the accident occurred. He looked 
neither to the right nor to the left and did 
not perceive the car which came up on _his 
right. The car struck him on the shouider 
and tumbled him forward and sent him 
rulling over for a space of about four or 
five feet. He was pretty badly hurt when 
picked up. He was carried to police head- 
quarters and a case was made against the 
motorman. The evidence in police court 
seemed to establish the fact that the motor- 
man exercised all due care and the case 
was dismissed. 


Chief Connolly Pas received a letter from 
a minister at D-ytonia, Fla., who com- 
plains of J. N. Strickland, the man who got 
intc trouble with the United States au 
thorities a few days ago.
